That the termination of con-' 
tracts with truckers and drivers 
who had formerly handled Im- 


peria] Oil Limited products in 
/iberta from the Turner Valley 
field was made necessary by pro- 
visions of the Transport Act and 
that the company was not a free 
agent in the matter, was the 
statement made py S. R. Stevens, 
divisional manager of the Im- 
perial Oil Limited, this morning. 


The cancellation of the contracts 
had been protested by the men con-| 
cerned, many of whom were rely- | 
ing solely on this work for their 
livelihood. Explaining the situation | 
today Mr. Stevens issued the follow- 
ing statement: 

“With full knowledge of the facts, 
we believe the truckers will realize 
that in this matter Imperial Oil

OTTAWA, Aug. 18—A reduc- 
tion in air mail rates on news- 
papers and periodicals to and 
from distant northern points is 
announced by Postmaster Gen- 
eral McLarty. 

The new rates, effective imme- 
diately, will affect 67 distant settle-! 
ments and mining camps in the 
Northwest Territories, British Col- 
umbia, Alberta. Saskatchewan, 
Manitoba and Ontario. Telegraph 
Creek, B.C., will be eligible for the 
reduction in winter only, the an- 
nouncement said. 

When mailed by the public, sec- 
ond class matter may be sent to 
such points at the rate of one cent 
for each four ounces or fraction of 
four ounces. Posted from the office 
of publicat or from newsdealers, 
the rate will be four cents a pound

MAY BE CALLED

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Raising the Ante 


And now it is the Polish Corridor that 
Germany wants. First Danzig, then the 
Corridor, and finally Poland. The grim 
sequence has begun. 

Why did Germany suddenly begin a 
violent press campaign at the very mo- 
ment the Danzig question still hung fire? 
On a surface examination, it would seem 
the Reich was making a blunder of the 
first magnitude. Those more familiar 
with its tactics, however, must admire the 
skill of its latest master-stroke, even 
though they oppose the ends to which it 
is directed. 

Germany demands the return of the 
Polish Corridor and incorporation of it 
within the Reich to show that she has 
other vexatious problems still pending set- 
tlement with Poland besides the unre- 
solved Danzig question. By a general at- 
tack upon Poland's, so-called terrorism 
over Germans in the Corridor, the merits 
of the original Danzig dispute will be ob- 
scured and forgotten in the larger contro- 
versy that will be set raging. 

Then Germany will suddenly win a 
reputation for conciliation. She will call 
off the agitation for the return of the Cor- 
ridor on condition that she has her way in 
Danzig. A victory in the free city will not 
mean the larger objectives of the Reich 
in Poland have been forgotten. They would 
simply have been postponed. 

In June, a meeting of the Congress of 
Germans Resident Abroad was held in 
Germany. Usually that meeting does not 
take place till the eve of the annual Nazi 
congress in September. Its early date this 
year, the prominence given to its delibera- 
tions in the German press, show that a 
definite move will be staged to recover the 
“Jost territories,” if at all possible. The 
latest agitation for the Corridor is one of 
Germany's trump cards to make that ad- 
venture a successful possibility. 

Baldwin’s Brave Words 

One of the last speeches Earl Baldwin 
made a8 Prime Minister of Britain was 
before a large youth rally in London 
which he charged with the sacred task of 
standing on guard for the preservation of 
freedom. Many people then said the 
speech struck too solemn a note and hint- 
ed that Baldwin was wrong in suggesting 
that the old battles for liberty might have 
to be fought over again. 

We now know he spoke with the vision 
of a prophet rather than with the stilted 
emphasis of a politician. The struggle he 
foresaw years ago has truly come upon us, 
and those who are blind to its issues have 
already become the allies of despotism. 
In New York on Wednesday he repeated 
that message with the clarion eloquence 
of which he is so accomplished a master. 

Baldwin defined the issue correctly 
when he said the fate of freedom in the 
modern world will be decided not by the 
acts of governments but by the ideals to 
which citizens in their daily lives are de- 
voted. 

In Germany, Italy and Japan, the indi- 
vidual is throttled. His obedience to the 
state, automatic and unquestioned, is the 
axiom upon which the grim tyranny of 
Fascism has been erected. What Baldwin 
asked for is the voluntary obedience of 
free citizens to their country on a scale 
and with a heroic devotion that will dwarf 
and confound the forced loyalties of regi- 
mented peoples. Burke said that liberty 
is the precious commodity of which Eng- 
land has the monopoly of price. Today 
it can be preserved only at the cost of eter- 
nal vigilance. 

Baldwin was wrong, however, when he 
modestly told America he was “speaking 
only for himself”. His message found an 
echo in every mind dedicated to the spirit 
of freedom and consecrated to the task of 
seeing liberty does not perish from the 
earth. 


Tut, Tut, Dr. Lerner! 


As a foriner editor of the New York 
Nation, Dr. Max Lerner has a wide repu- 
tation as a crusader for civil liberties, and 
it was expected he would put up a strong 
defence of democracy in his addresses to 
the Canadian Institute on Economics and 
Politics now meeting in Ontario. But his 
zeal outran his discretion when he sug- 
gested certain pressure groups in the 
United States might be able, not only to 
defeat any New Deal candidate, but to 
make the country go Fascist. 

Fascism is an ugly word. It stands for 


ugly things. It should not be used loosely 
by a man whose mind has been trained to 
an exquisite precision. 

Surely Dr. Lerner did not mean that 
the defeat of the ideas for which Mr. 
Roosevelt struggles would result in the 
overthrow of representative government, 
the betrayal of free speech and assembly, 
and the deliberate shackling of the indi- 
vidual by a state organization based upon 
ruthless force. He surely could not have 
suggested America was going to copy the 
Italian and German models. 

Of course he didn't mean anything like 
that at all. All he wanted to say was 
that a victory for anti-reform forces in 
the United States would result in a cal- 
culated postponement of liberal policies 
in favor of a do-nothing program. Thus 
stated, Dr. Lerner would have uttered 
nothing but a truism. It still is a truism 
when he starts thinking at the top of his 
voice and says America is going Fascist 
if it halts its reforms. 

In fact, however, even such an extreme 
statement is without much foundation in 
fact. The supreme achievement of the 
New Deal is that it has made America 
realize it must have greater social secur- 
ity. Certain reforms have already been 
woven into the texture of American life 
that can never by uprooted, no matter how 
reactionary the government, as_ public 
opinion would not tolerate such a turning 
back of the tide. 

The good that President Roosevelt has 
done will live after him, and is a greaier 
barrier to Fascism than even Dr. Lerner’s 
eloquent but slightly emotional speeches 
to Canadian audiences. 


Britain Battles Taboos 


The trouble Britain has in raising the 
standard of living in its colonial empire 
is well brought out in a recent report of 
a special committee on nutrition which 
studied this subject. 

In many districts, superstitious natives 
outlaw the use of milk because it conflicts 
with their tribal taboos, or is regarded as 
a “dirty food’. Some tribes are taught to 
regard milk as a prolific cause of chil- 
dren’s ailments. Eggs are banned in Tan- 
ganyika, while chicken and mutton fall 
under the same rigorous censure in other 
parts of the African colonial territories. 

No wonder, then, the British commit- 
tee reports that the problem of mal- 
nutrition is gigantic. With the best will in 
the world, it has been found literally im- 
possible to break down these taboos so 
that the natives might begin to get their 
proper nourishment. 

Some commentators have made the 
text of the report the theme for abuse of 
British administration in backward areas. 
Let them not forget that even the ammu- 
nitfon for their attack is furnished by a re- 
port provided by the much-maligned Eng- 
lish authorities. Britain has nothing to 
conceal, nothing of which to be ashamed. 
She is making the best of a staggeringly 
hard task before which most other na- 
tions would have recoiled in despair and 
open defeat. ,

“Their unbridled acts of cruelty, 
which increase with repetition, are the outcome 
of selfishness, of self-admiration and infatuated 
nationalism,” says Sir Thomas Oliver, physician, 
and former president of the 
University of Durham Col- 
lege of Medicine. Sir Thomas 
in his presidential address at 
the Royal Institute of Public Health and Hy- 
giene, discussed the question of dictators. He 
Says they are not men of strong personality— 
merely men ruled by vanity and love of ap- 
plause. 

Impelled by ambition and vanity, he said, 
they blind themselves to the sanctity of human 
life and human rights. Their wills require that 
all who differ from them be subdued. Once com- 
mitted to a policy, they dare not retrace their 
footsteps. Through fear to be convicted of error, 
they meet their Nemesis. 

The Emperor Nero stands as a type of dic- 
tator-tyrant—the man of weak personality 
asserting his ego through acts of cruelty. Tyrants 
are all weaklings.

Broadening Base of Party Suppert 

In the Hatch bill, which just has become law 
in the United States, there is an effort to deal 
with aspects of the patronage evil in the federal 
sphere, an effort that President Roosevelt terms 
“a step in the right direction.” 

The bill has two objectives—first to prevent 
federal employees from being “blackjacked” out 
of part of their pay by forced campaign and 
party fund assessments, and, second, to prevent 
national party conventions from being “stacked” 
with federal office-holder delegates who are un- 
der obligation to the existing regime. 

Like many a_ solution, however, this one 
raises a new problem in its stead. There seems 
no way to carry on a democracy without political 
parties. Political parties demand organization 
and organization calls for money. The question 
in the United States is, where is the money to 
come from now? 

State party organizations and office-holders 
are not affected by this federal act. It is con- 
sidered not impossible that the next party con- 
ventions will be as heavily weighted with state 
office-holders as those of the past have been 
with federal. Unless and until states of the 
American union pass similar legislation, it is 
felt that this is bound to be true. In the second 
place, since federal office-holders may no longer 
be “tapped” more or Jess at will for party funds, 
both main American parties—Democratic and 
Republican—when in power will be faced with 
the problem of how to raise them. Voluntary 
contributions may still, of course, be made, and 
it is possible that most federal job-holders long 
educated in the knowledge of which side of the 
bread is thickest spread with butter, will con- 
tinue to contribute to party funds on a gen- 
uinely voluntary basis. The alternative might be 
to go back to the system of large lump-sum con- 
tributions just before elections from those who 
have it to give—the “big shots,” in other words. 

Efforts have been made in the United States 
in the past to devise plans for broadening the 
base of party support, and both major parties 
might welcome means of securing regular, even 
though very small contributions from rank-and- 
file members. The study of ways to broaden as 
far as possible the supporting base of all major 
political parties in all democratic countries may 
be worth the attention of all of them. Wide- 
spread voluntary support not only just before 
elections, but all the year round, would seem the 
democratic way to maintain a party system.— 
Regina Leader-Post. 


Roosevelt and the Senators 

When the conference between the Foreign 
Relations Committee and President Roosevelt 
took place at the White House following the sus- 
pension of the Neutrality bill the President said, 
according to press reports, that the action of the 
Senate would increase the chances of war in 
Europe; to which the very confident Senator 
Borah replied that he had his own sources of in- 
formation in Europe and that its effect would 
be precisely the opposite of that stated by Mr. 
Roosevelt. 

The President has now put the issue be- 
tween him and the Senators who think them- 
selves better informed than the Administration 
about conditions in Europe squarely before the 
American people. At a press conference last 
week he said these senators were betting their 
own hunches against the safety of a billion and 
a half human beings. This bet, the President, 
according to the New York Times, “went on to 
say, left him without power to make an Ameri- 
can move to prevent international war if the 
crisis came before Congress returned in Janu- 
ary. He had made such moves before, he re- 
called, in September, 1938, and April of this 
year, but now could not do so. This, he said, 
was a situation affecting a billion and a half 
persons throughout the world.” 

This is a responsibility that apparently is not 
resting lightly on the shoulders of some of the 
recalcitrant senators; at least two of them have 
been explaining to the public that all they did 
was to postpone action until January; and that 
in any case the President could call Congress 
together if war occurred—that is if events 
proved that the President of the United States 
and the Secretary of State really did know 
‘more about international] affairs than a bunch 
of senators intent upon playing domestic politics. 
It not probable, however, that any such 
qualms of doubt will afflict Senators Borah 
and Johnson, the survivors in the Senate of the 
“Battalion of Death” who were responsible for 
the rejection of the Peace Treaty 20 years ago.
